INTERNATIONAL  TRADE  IN  COTTON 

Exports  of  cotton  from  the  principal  exporting  countries  during 
the  first  3  months  of  the  current  marketing  year  have  totaled  2, 6o4, 000 
hales,  the  smallest  since  1934.    A  year  ago  the  total  was  2,947,000  bales 
for  the  same  3  months.     The  United  States  share  of  this  total  aroppea  to 
42  percent  compared  with  a  10-year  average  of  73  percent  for  the  1923- 
1932  period. 

European  markets  took  739,000  bales  of  United  States  cotton,  half 
the  volume  purchased  in  the  same  3  months  of  1937.    United  States  exports 
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INTERNATIONAL  TRADE-IN  COTTON;  CONT'D 

to  Japan  were  well  above  those  of  last  season  but  did  not  reach  those  of 
2  years  ago  or  even  the  relatively  low  10~year  average.    The  season  has 
been  marked  by  a  restoration  of  exports  to  japan  from  all  other  countries 
and  a  drop  in  exports  to  the  important  European  industrial  countries.
